Ontario has supported Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier much stronger 
than was anticipated by the 
Opposition and Quebec has stood 
firm in its allegiance to the party 
in power. 

The News has no fault to find 
with the vote in the local district 
of Red Deer. Wherever the 
News has circulaten most there 
the majority for Root was largest. 

The result in the Red Deer 
riding is still in doubt and it will 
be some time before full returns 
will be received. 

The people of the Dominion 
have spoken and Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier has been given another 
lease of power. 

We bow to the popular will 
feeling that the country will be 
safer now that several of the 
members of the late government, 
whom Sir Wilfrid dare not ask to 
step down and out, have been 
retired by the people. 


Laymen’s Missionary 
Movement. 


—— 
The Laymen’s Missionary 
Movement was organized in th 
United States nearly two years 
ago. Its jobject is to promote 
Missionary givings throughout 
the world, from all the christian 
denominations, and its work is 
purely interdenominational. 
Heretofore the Missionary spirit 
has not had so many ardent sup- 
porters among men of the various 
denominations asit should have 
had, and this movement is con- 
ducted purely by laymen from all 


Protestant churches who usually 


contribute of their time and 
talents in explaining the work to 
public gatherings throughout the 
country, As-a result of the cam- 
paign now in progress through- 
out Canada, the Missionary offer- 
ings have been very largely in- 
creased, according to pledges 
made. Red Deer was favored 
with some fine speakers a week 
or two ago, who carefully out- 
lined the work. The details of 
what can be done py the churches 
here, were left to be worked out 
by the local executive, which has 
plans now under way for a ban- 
quet to be held in November, and 
at which the object of the move- 
ment will be fully explained by 
local and outside speakers. This 
work is a very practical one, and 
from the fact that our best bus- 
iness men from coast to coast are 
throwing their energies and 
means into it, the men of Red 
Deer should be prepared when 


‘| called upon to lend their sympa- 


thetic interest. 


Times Improving. 


In spite of the approach of 
winter when conditions are so 
much ‘harder, the general outlook 
is very promising. The Winnipeg 
Commercial, which is usually 
well informed, has the following 
to say: 

The record-breaking harvest in 
central and western Canada has 
already restored confidence in our 
markets, and a big change has 
taken place in the general feel- 
ing throughout the country. 

The universal depression last 
year, together with the slump Pee 
grain crops, resulted 
anxiety:in wholesale circles oo 
garding. the Western situation, 
and the effect was noticeable in 


| the general retail trade. 


The West, however, has rallied 
in better shape than many out- 
side places, and ‘business is going 
on smoothly. Money is more 
plentiful, and at better rates. 

Although it is rather late in 


the season for the starting of big 
industries that have their eyes on 
the West, we hear almost every 
day of preparation for the estab- 
lishing cf new conerns, oper- 
ations to begin either this fall or 
next spring. In some cases work 
on such industries can go on all 
winter. Manufacturers of wire 
goods, furniture, and numerous 
other kinds of goods, are getting 
ready to open here. 

The prompt recovery of con- 
ditions in central and western 
Canada will prove to the outside 
world that we have here a land 
of great opportunities. Thousands 
of immigrants from the United 
States and Europe are preparing 
to come in with us, anJ new dis- 
tricts will be opened up ie ie 
The construction of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway, the ex- 
tension of the Canadian Northern, 
and the completion of hundreds 
of miles of branch lines by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany will provide communication 
with these new districts, so ‘that 
the thousands of new comers 
whose faces are set in this direc- 
tion will be provided with facil- 
ities for marketing their products. 
All this tends to impel industrial 
and commercial activity, and will 
result in renews2 operations and 
increased output of staple goods. 
This means more work for the 
mills and factories in our larger 
towns and cities, and with in- 
creased labor requirements will 
come fuller pay envelopes, and 
altogether a more contented and 
happy frame of mind will possess 
the community. 


The Record of Government in 
Past Elections. 


The members of the house of 
commons are elected for five 
years, unless parliament is dis- 
solved sooner by the governors 
general. They requireno property 
qualification, but must be of the 
age of 21 years and a British 
subject not disqualified by law. 
Each member receives an allow- 
ance of $2,500 for a session of 
over 30 days with a deduction of 
$15 a day for the days he does 
not attend. 

The Liberal party has been in 
power since 1896, a period of 12 
years, having in the election of 
1904 received a majority of the 
popular vote of upwards of 50,000 
votes. In tnat year the Liberals 
secured:-a majority of members in 
all the provinces with the excep- 
tions of Ontario and Prince 
Edward Island. 

In the houee on division the 
Liberals usually secured a maj- 
ority of 54 to 55, runniug some- 
times as high as 60, on important 
questions of policy, and although 
there were numerous by-elections 


during the four years’ existence. 


of the late government the stand- 
ing of the parties was practically 
unchanged at the end of the 
term, although the political com- 
plexion of some of the provinces 
was slightly altered.

SOME QUAINT OLD RECIPES. 


Little Experiments In Which Boiling 
Heads Off Living Animals Was an 
Incident—How They Killed a Horse 
and Cured Him /.gain. 


Conjurers in ucievt times were not 
very respectable members of society. 
When successful ‘1° enjoyed the rep- 
utation of havin = «tcl thelr souls to the 
evil one, und wt. >" .oferior ability 
they gained nutor.e b, being either 
drowned or burned ‘The mediaeval 
‘magicians as well un: the Egyptian 
magi and the Cli.’ : ..e8 were only 
a strunpze mixtur. o. | ist, conjurer 
and charlutan, vn ux tuese gentlemen 
were in the bnabit of using thelr sup- 
posed occult po: «ss to thelr own ad- 
vuntage they w .« uaturally unpopnu- 
lar The feats of juzvlery performed 
by these craftsmen were Intended for 
the mystification iu uot the amuse- 
meut of the public. uud for centuries 
conjuring bad to it only a black side. 

The amateur conjurer of today is not 
always a populur {ndividual, save with 
children ang the unsophisticated yokels. 
To the general public he is merely a 
bore of greater or less magnitude, 
whose performance Is so obvious as to 
decelve no one. It is hard to realize 
that this person Is no mere mushroom 
growth of modern society, but in point 
of fact his role Is one of a respectable 
antiquity, for he is to be found tread- 
{ng close upon the heels of the magi- 
cians and In the days when witchcraft 
was still rampant. This is significant 
of his reputation even in those early 
times, for had any one taken his tricks 
seriously he would doubtless have been 
run to earth and done to death as a 
wizard. 

In the middle of the seventeenth 
century, in the earliest years of the 
restoration, a number of tricks were 
published in one of those facetious 
books which seem to have occupied 
the press to a great extent at this time, 
but which owing to their popularity 
have for the most part perished. The 
chief recommendation of the greater 
puwber of these tricks is that no ap- 
paratus beyond the utensils of every- 
day life is necessary; also it is sug- 
gested to the performer that he can 
make some smal! profit out of his en- 
tertainment by prevailing on his audi- 
ence to bet with him on the result of 
the trick. ia 

“To set a horse's or'an asse’s head 


upop a man’s head and shoulders”: 
seems impossible out of: the land of. 


Faery, but we are Informed that by 
boiling the head cut off a living 
animal “the flesh boyl’d may runne 
into oyle,”-and then by mingling the 
hair beaten into powder with this 
oll and anointing the heads of the 
standers-by “they shall seem to have 
horses’ or asses’ heads’—a costly ex: 


| periment and. fearsome if successful. 


But, besides this, one can “make peo- 
ple seem headlesse,.” and this. without 
bloodshed and by the following simple 
recipe: “Break arsenick very fine and 
boyle it with sulphur in a cover’d pot 
and kindle it with a new candle, and 
the standers-by will seem to be head. 
lesse.”” Doubtless a strong imagina 
tion is necessary for success... — 

Some of the tricks are such a8 would 
nowadays cause the performer to be 
disliked, to put it mildly. For instance. 
“have a nut filled with ink and give 
this unto another and bid him crack it 
and see what he can find in that,” 
which being done “will cause much 
lnughter.” 

“To keep a Tapster from frothing his 
pots” must have been an amusement 
to the wags of the period, and for this 
“provide in readinesse the skin of a red 
Hering, and when the Tapster is ab- 
sent do but rub a Mtule on the inside 
of his pots, and he wil] not be able to 
froth them, do what he can, tn a 
good while after.” ; 

“To counterfeit a diamond with a 
white saphir’ is a most useful accom- 
plishment, but the fraud is likely in 
these days to be discovered and is 
more a chemical experiment than a 
trick. 

Several tricks are recommended 
which have animals as their subject 
and are for the most part brutal to 
our modern ideas. Perhaps the least 
objectionable is “to seem to kill a 
Horse and cure him again,” which 
may be thus accomplished: 

“Take the seed of henbane and give 
it the Horse in his Provender, It 
will cast him into such a deep sleep 
that he will seem dead. If you will 
recover him again, rub his Nostrils 
with Vinegar, and he will seem to be 
revived.” The “seem to be revived” 
sounds rather ominous, and it is to be 
noted that the correct quantity of hen- 
bane is not mentioned, so that it might 
be best to make this experiment on 
some one else's horse.

The editor of a local paper is 
often unjustly censured for his 
mistakes.

Count ths local items in a paper 
and imagine how many steps 
they have required, how much 
mental anxiety, worry and work 
they have cost and some idea oi 
tne editor’s work can be gather- 
ed. The smallest may have cost 
him a long walk and much effort 
to reach the facts. There is no 
end to his work. When one paper 
goes to press he turns his atten- 
tion to the next one. He makes 
the rounds in search of news and 
may not get a line. From some 
he must get news without their 
knowing it, drawing them into 
conversation and obtaining what 
he wants in sections. He may 
labor for hours in chasing down 
a rumor only to find that there is 
nothing in it. His local columns 
stare him in the face and demand 
to be filled not with skim milk but 
with cream of the news events 
and matters of interest. His 
bounds are’ limited and yet he 
must find in each day and all 
through the week, month and 
year something of interest to the 
public. No more perfect tread- 
mill could be devised, With such 
&@ constant strain, producing 
weariness of the body and mind 
and an almost endless variety of 
subjects to be touched upon, is it 
surprising that he should occas- 
ionally make a mistuke? Other 
people do, why shouldd’t an 
editor? - 


There never was a preacher, 
poet or politician who could 
piease everybody. There never 
was a tinker or tailor,. soldier or 
sailor who could suit us all. Show 
us a doctor or lawyer,a merchant 
or sawyer who pleases the whole 
multitude. The Lord himself and 
all the angels in heaven have

@ thing on earth or anywhere else 
that meets the approval of all 
mankind. Then it would be non- 
eense for editors or correspond- 
ents to fret when their honest 
efforts fail to please a certain 
few. Write with sound judgment, 
an honest purpose and a decent 
pen, and the majority of sensible 
people will rise up and call you 
blessed.

Mr. Sharpe, of the Imperial Oil 
Co., interviewed us re. site for oil 
warehouse. We understand he 
secured a suitable site north of 
the river and that the Company 
will establish a distributing ware- 
house here. 

We recommend that we be 
authorized to accept the tender of 
A. DesMarchais of $57.50 to in- 
stall a range boiler and water- 
jacket heater in the bathroom at 
the fire hall and that we, with the 
Chairman of the Fire and Light 
committee, decide the place to in- 
stall it. Also that we be author- 
ized to purchase stoves to heat 
the lower floor of nre hall. 

In regard to the application of 
G. W. Smith for special rate on 
water for his stable, we recom- 
mend that he be charged a rate 
of $15 per annum for water for 
his horses. 

The pump was changed to the 
new foundation last week. It was 
necessary to shut off the water 
service from Saturday 12 p.m. to 
12.30 p.m. Monday. Sufficient 
notice was given to water takers 
that water would be shut off and, 
while many were greatly incon- 
venienced, especially the hotels, 
all no doubt recognizec the 
necessity of the step. Two extra 
men were put on duty patrolling 
at night, and extra pails and ex- 
tinguishers provided as pre- 
cautions against fire, which 
fortunately did not occur. 

As per your instructions, 
notices of arrears of taxes have 
been sent out to all ratepayers in 
arrears. 

We recommend that two pony 
chemicals be purchased from W. 
Springbett at $15.00 each, 

We recommend that copies of 
the two local improvement by- 
laws be sent to Alex. Bruce, 
Toronto, for his opinion as to 
legality of issue. This wiil per- 
haps save a lot of delay after a 
sale is made. 

We have received advices that 
the $30,000 sewerage debentures 
have been delivered to the Dom- 
inion Securities Co. of Toronto. 
The money should be here in a 
few days, 

R. Page, of Pine Lake, sug- 
gested to us that the brush be- 
tween the C.P.R. crossing and 
the stock yards is objectionable 
to shippers as cattle have got 
away init and have never been 
found. We went over the ground 
with Mr. Page and Mr. Bell, 
roadmaster C.P.R. The latter 
agreed to cut some brush, but it 
appears that the best remedy 
would be to erect a wing fence 
and fillin part of the old creek 
bed. It does not appear that the 
Town can legally appropriate 
money for the work as it is not 
on any road, The Board of Trade 
might be the proper body to take 
this matter up. 

We recommend that a cheque 
for $98.20 be issued ‘to the Can- 
adian Bank of Commerce, being 
balance due H. Reinholt on con- 
tract. ; 

We were served with a_ notice 
by the Western General Electric 
Co. of their intention to apply to 
the Court on Tuesday last to have 
the third arbitrator in the pend- 
ing arbitration proceedings be- 
tween the Company and the 
Town on the ground that the 
arbitrators already appointed 
were unable to agree on a. third. 
Under our instructions Mr.Greene 
attended at Edmonton upon the 
return of the motion and the same 
was dismissed with costs by the 
Court. Another application has 
been made returnable on next 
Tuesday also at Edmonton and 
same has been handed to the sol- 
icitors for their attention. 

Tne correspondence shows that 
the form of the debentures sold 
to W. C. Brent was not satis- 
factory to Mr. Bruce. We have 
instructed Mr. Brent to have 50 
copies printed in Toronto and 
sent to us at once for execution. 
When these are ready they will 
be returned to Mr. Brent and the 
matter cleared up. 

We submit for your consider- 
ation a by-law to authorize the 
Mayor and Secretary-Treasurer 
to-execute an agreement with the 
Alberta Pacific Elevator Co. 

The report was adopted oh 
motion of Councillor McKee. 

A by-law was passed author- 
izing the Mayor and Secretary- 
Treasurer to. execute the transfer 
and sale of the Red Deer Mill 
and Elevator property to the 
Alberta Pacific KlevatorCompany 
for the sum of $7,500. 

Councillor Botterill desired to 
know if the Council intended put- 
ting in fire gongs in the fire hall 
and power house. It would bea 
great protection to the town to 
have the alarm of fire sounded 
promptly. At present it was 
sometimes ten minutes before the 
power house was notified. During 
the storm last week the fire was 
out before the power house heard 
of it. By this gong system the 
changing of a plug at central set 
the gongs going at both the fire 
hall and the power house without 
& moment's delay. . 

The Council agreed with Coun- 
cillor Botterill that something 
should be done, and a motion will 
probably be brought in at the 
next meeting.

HUMAN LEATHER. 


it Is Difficult to Get Workmen to Han- 
dle the Skin. 

Human skin can be prepared, tanned 

and made into durable articles as suc- 

cessfully as can the skin of horses and 


other animals. The resulting leather 
is very much like dogskin or pigskin. 
William Hansell of Philadelphia has 
the largest article which bas ever been 
known to be made from human skin— 
a beautiful pure white saddle—and any 
one examining it would be at a loss 
to tell the kind of skin from which it 
is made. The pores have a famillar 
look, but the skin itself is of an as- 
tonishing thickness. This saddle was 
made from the skin of one man. A 
‘woman’s skin, generally speaking, 
would be too delicate. Human skin 
leather is a very rare article, and there 
jis no general trade in it. Sometimes a 
physician will have a piece made into 
a cover for an instrument case, and 
occasionally medical students get 
enough to be made into a purse or a 
pair of slippers. Patients sometimes 
have a belt or a book cover or some 
such article made from a limb which 
has been amputated. 

The work of tanning human skin is 
pretty much the same as that of cur- 
ing any other skin. Curiously enough, 
tattooing goes through the epidermis 
to the underskin, and not a little of 
the tanning of human skin is done for 
the purpose of-preserving the designs 
tattooed upon it. Scalps with the hair 
on them so tanned are sald to make 
the best wigs known, and because the 
tanning is done with alum instead of 
with oils, as is the case with furs and 
most of the hair covered skins of com- 
merce, the resulting leather is much 
more durable. 

It is very hard to get workmen to 
handle the leather. Mr. Hansell, own- 
er of the saddle spoken of above, gave 
his piece of skin after it had been’ 
tanned to an old workman who had al- 
‘ways made up all his leather goods and 
told him to make it into a saddle. 
Three weeks the workman kept the 
skin, and one day he brought the partly 
finished saddle to Mr. Hansell with 
some question about finishing. “By the 
way, Hansell,” he remarked, “I wish 
you would tell me what this skin is. It 
is the most contrary stuff I ever work- 
ed with.” 

Very injudiclously Hansell informed 
him that it was human leather. At that 
the workman dropped the half finished 
saddle and left without a word. He 
never returned, and nothing would in- 
duce him to finish the job. Mr. Hansell 
turned the unfinished saddle over to 
another workman, but he took good 
care not to tell him what kind of leath- 
er the “contrary stuff” was.—Chicago 
News. 


Flags Are Not Toys. 

The board of United States general 
appraisers has many curious and inter- 
esting questions to decide in regard to 
the classification of imported articles 
and the rate of duty which they must 
pay. One of the latest decisions is that 
the flag of the United States fs not a 
toy. A Japanese firm of importers in 
Chicago had brought in a consignment 
of silk flags, each an inch and a half 
long, and asked that they be admitted 
at 35 per cent ad valorem. The ap- 
praisers, however, decided that the 
flags must pay a duty of 50 per cent as 
manufactures of silk. “We do not 
think,” they said, “that the American 
flag, however diminutive, {s commer- 
cially, commonly or nationally regard- 
ed as a plaything for children, and we 
find that the flags in dispute are not 
toys.”—Youth’s Companion. 


Crossing the Delaware. 

Addressing the Sons of the Revolu- 
tion at thelr Washington's birthday 
banquet in New York, Talcott Williams 
dispelled a familiar illusion. “Every- 
body,” he said, “rémembers the famous 
picture of Washington crossing the 
Delaware in an attitude which would 
lead any one in charge of the boat he 
was in to tell him to sit down.” Mr. 
Williams said that as a matter of fact 
Washington, as he had been -told by a 
man who had got it from General Cad- 
wallader, who was present at the cross- 
ing, waited for every oné else to cross 
and then was rowed across the river 
by a single farmer. His aid, Knox, 
Mr. Williams said, crouched in the bow 
of the smal! boat in such a manner as 
to cause Washington to remark on the 
fit of his trousers. 


A Legacy and a Title. 

Many times did the German emperor 
press the title of prince upon Herr von 
Bulow before the latter Would accept. 
The statesman wanted the title, but 
could not afford to live up to it. Of 
this the kaiser knew nothing, of course, 
At length, about eighteen months ago, 
a relative of Yon Bulow died, leaving 
him $1,350,000. “A few days later he 
showed the kaiser a legal notification 
of his good :fortune. The monarch 
grunted. “So that was the reason, my 
prince,” he said, laying stress on the 
title. “Why did you not say so be 
fore?’

The question frequently arises. when 
to prune. 
culturists this question was often an- 
swered as follows: Prune when your 
knife is sharp. This is a comparative- 
ly safe method to follow with some 
Plants, but where the problem in- 
volves the management of extensive 
commercial plantations it is not so 
easy to prune in this miscellaneous 
fashion, remarks New England Home- 
stend. The work must necessarily be 
done at some particular season and 
carried on in a systematic manner af- 
ter some definite plan. 

With most orchardists and garden- 
ers pruning can best be done during 
the winter or early spring months, 
and where the object is the removal 
of small branches this season is un- 
doubtedly quite as satisfactory as any 
other. In fact, pruning during late

spring, about the time or just pre- 
vious to the beginning of growth, is 


particularly advantageous with the 
peach, because at that season, as a 
rule, all injury to the animal growth 
from winter killing will be apparent, 
and the pruner can take advantage of 
to remove all dead or injured 
branches and at the samc time modify 
his plan so as to leave a maximum 
quantity of wood in order to secure 
& profitable crop of fruit, which might 
not be possible were the usual prac- 
tice of removing half the annual 
growth followed in such seasons. 

With apple and pear, which suffer 
less from winter killing, the annual 
pruning can as well be done in March 
in the north as at any other season. 
With the grape, however, which is 
likely to produce a heavy flow of sap 
if the pruning is delayed until late 
in the season, it is undoubtedly best 
to do the pruning during the late fall 
and early winter months. 

To obtain best results in removing 
large branches two cuts should be 
made—that is, the branch should be 
sawed off eighteen or twenty inches 
above the point of its origin to pre- 
vent splitting down and tearing off 
& eonsiderable portion of the bark. 
After the weight of the branth has 
been lessened by cutting away the 
main part-a second cut can be made 
and the stub held in position until 
the cut is completed. This ‘prevents 
the splitting down and ‘tearing of the 
bark which are likely to result from 
the careless removal of large branches. 

The evil results of splitting can be 
overcome frequently by ‘cutting first 
on the under side of the limb and 
then upon the upper side, as shown 
in the second figure, so.that the break- 
ing of the tissue occurs near the mid- 
dle of the wound instead of at one 
side. When this is the case, tearing 
and splitting seldom occur. \ 


How Horses Are Fed. 

In Australia oats play very little 
part in the feeding of horses. Corn 
is the great horse feed of that coun- 
try—generally fed whole—and oats are 
i iet of expensive 
race-horses. The timothy and clover 
of Canada have no place in the Anti- 
podes. Lucerne is the grass.most in 
favor, and two, or three crops a year 
are easily grown in the sub-tropical 
parts of that continent. Although a 
country where horses are raised as 
numerously as cattle here, the major- 
ity of them never know the taste of 
corn or any other grain, the indigen- 
ous grasses of the country satisfying 
ander most conditions as food for all 
stock. Where corn is fed is in the 
ease of horses that are working hard, 
as those in cities and horses employ- 
ed by teamsters who ply into the back 
country for wool, taking with them 
generally a load of goods for some in- 
terior storckeeper, but the vast num- 
ber of horses used on sheep and cattle 
runs in Australia and New Zealand 
for stockmen and boundary riding

It is a stream of salt water 
hich for an unknown period las left 
1e almoet tideless sea and Sowed in- 
ud with considerable volume, 

The sen enters the Jand at four 
/olnts where the coast fs practically on 
t level with the sult water surface.

Ne Httle river that flows Inlund, in a 
roken rocky channe) until fit tinally 
Isappears in the Himestope rock and 
Inks into the earth. 

This inland flow has continued al- 
uost certainly for several centuries. 
t {s far too great for removal by evap- 
vation, chemical combination or even 
uysical absorption by pores or cav- 
‘ms in the rocks. What Lecomes of 
he water that Is constantly flowing 
injand and disappears finally {n the 
tissures that have opened in the lime- 
‘tone? 

The question-has been the subject of 
uuch study, but no conclusive answer 
1s been given. It {s probable that 
here is an underground channel which 
arries the water back into the sea at 
10 great depth below the surface. The 
‘onstant influx of salt water at Cepha- 
onia is duplicated as far as is known 
it no other point of the world.

The correct name fur Humamelis vir- 
ginica is not witch hazel, but wych 
hazel. Our plant hus no connection 
with the magic of the water hunter. 
The blackthorn of Englund, Prunus 
spinosa, wns the woud used In these 
divinations, or whutever these super- 
stitious practices inuy be termed. Ha- 
ze) had a very wide meaning in the 
olden times, and the elm as well as 
the nut now known us such was hazel. 
One of these elms, now known as Ul- 
mus montana, was the favorite wood 
for making wyches, or _ provision 
chests, and was therefore known 48 
the wych hazel. In the present day it 
is the wych elm. Our hamamelis re 
ceived from the early settlers the name 
of wych hazel rrom the resemblance 
of the leaves to those of the wycB ha- 
zel or elm of the old world. LangMage 
reformers imagining that wych should 
be spelled witch are responsible for the 
confusion. Wych hazel is the correct 
term for our plant.

Teachers’ Convention. 


The first convention of the 
Red Deer District Teachers’ 
Association was held in the 
beautiful new school in Red Deer 
on the afternoon of Thursday, 
Oct 22nd, the President, Mr. W. 
J. McLean, presiding. ; 

Rev. W. G. Brown, B. A., 
opened the meeting with prayer, 
after which Mayor H. H. Gaetz 
gave an address of welcome. Mr. 
Gaetz congratulated the com- 
mittee on having included the 
trustees in the convention. 
Teachers frequently feel the lack 
of co-operation on the part of the 
parents, who, on account of the 
large:.ess of the district, are un- 
able to attend, but are represent- 
ed by the trustees. He dwelt on 
the importance of education, both 
that of the houge, and that of the 
school —that it meant the per- 
fection of the race in the end, 
though it may take a long time to 
obtain it. 

A paper on expressive reading 
was then read by Miss M.M. Carr. 
Silent reading is not remembered 
lixe vocal reading and the music 
of the yoice adds to the beauty of 
the literature, gives a feeling of 
reality, spiritualizes and quickens 
thought. The voice must be 
sympathetic and musical. Ges- 
tures are apt to be affected and 
machine-like.. There can be no 
hard and fast rules for reading, 
but we must rely on our own 
understanding mainly. Questions 
should be used to obtain the 
proper emphasis, pitch, time, 
force and expression. The great- 
est fault in children’s reading lies 
in the voice, which may be im- 
proved by speaking or singing 
the vowels in chorus, by teaching 
them to avoid the nasal voice, 
and the jumbling of words or 
syllables. Bright, interesting 
lessons, especially conversational 
selections, should be used to 
ootain bright reading. There 
should be drill on pronunciation, 
and the older pupils should be 
taught to use dictionaries. Much 
attention should be given to the 
feeling and thought of the 
passage for which purpose para- 
phrasing is useful, also the read- 
ing of the whole selection by the 
teacher at the beginning of the 
lesson. We should follow the 
advice: “Reform yourself, and 
lessen the rogues one by one.”’ 

In the discussion which follow- 
ed this paper Mr. Boyce mention- 
ed a plan which he had seen in 
an American school. A literary 
gem was written on the black- 
board, and after a lesson upon 
the reading of it, the teacher gave 
to every child a card on which 
was written a gem, and each 
pupil was required to go to the 
front and read his. The interest 
was stimu:ated by the children 
not knowing what was to be read. 

Miss Holmes followed with a 
short paper on nature study. 
The object of education is that a 
man may know how to live. Each 
individual is part of nature,there- 
fore we should love nature and 
teach the child to do so also. A 
record should be kept of the first 
birds, first flowers, the weather 
and anything interesting which 
happens, e.g., the first seeding. 
Changes in the animals coats 
should be noted, also the flight of 
birds. The sacredness of life 
should be impressed on the child- 
ren. Flowers should be pressed: 
and mounted for use in winter, 
specimens of minerals, grains, 


flames. 


etc. should be collected for a 
museum, , 

Miss Peterson then read a paper 
on ..physical exercise for the 
schoolroom. These are divided 
into three claseges: (1) Cales- 
thenic exercises. (2) Marching 
exercises. (3) Games to develop 
and control the muscles, The 
mind and body suffer if the play 
instinct is stifled. Exercises are 
an aid to discipline. There should 
be fresh air during them as exer- 
cise creates a need for more 
oxygen. Some of the most useful 
exercises were illustrated by 
meane of a class. 

After a short disoussion the 
meeting adjourned. 

The morning session, on Fri- 
day, began with the business 
meeting. The President called on 
Mr Aylesworth for the report of 
the committee appointed to ex- 
amine the ‘l'rea-urer’s books and 
the correspondence. This report 
showed an indebtedneas of $11.20, 
being the district’s share of the 
cost of the Promotion Examin- 
ation Papers issued in June. This 
experse should Le met either by 
the Government or by the School 
Board, but in order to wipe out 
the debt it -was suggested that 
each teacher pay thirty-ffve 
cents. 

A letter from Mr. Scott, Sec.- 
Treas. of the Board of Examiners, 
was then read. He advocated the 
forming of a Provincial Educa- 
tional 4ssociation, and suggested 
some names as members of the 
Executive committee. 

After a lengthy discussion the 
following resolutions were passed : 

(1) That every teacher present 
pay a fee of fifty cents. 

(2) That we place ourselves on 
record as favorable to the organi- 
zation of a Provincial Education- 
al Association. 

(3) That in case such an assoc- 
iation be formed we leave it to 
the executive of this association 
to appoint delegates. 


The election of officers then 
followed, resulting as follows:

Mrs. E. Birchard Palmer then 
gave her paper on ‘Drawing 
including color work.’’ This 
subject should be taught both for 
it’s moral and it’s utilitarian 
value. It produces correct habits 
of mind and beauty of soul. 
Children are taught not to waste 
materials, habits of neatness and 
cleanliness are inculcated, like- 
wise regard for the property of 
others. The concentration of 
mind He ae is equal to that 
needed for mathematics. The 
accuracy necessary checks ex- 
aggeration of mind, so common 
in children. It has a value in 
domestic art as it leads to a sim- 
plicity in dress and furnishing. 
Too many ornaments are no 
longer used nor too bright colors. 
Definite effects are planned both 
in the house and garden. Designs 
are adapted to the size and shape, 
and flowers are selec'ei for a 
color screen, so the child gains a 
knowledge of horticulture and 
agriculture. The colors were 
classified and their effects given: 
(1) The primary colors, red, blue 
and yellow. Red is exciting, 
stimulating, therefore should be 
used in the dining room, as it aids 
digestion. Blue is cold and un- 
responsive, yellow bright and 
hopeful. (2) The secondary colors 
formed by blending two of the 
primaries, are green, purple and 
orange. Green is restful as it 
combines the qualities of yellow 
and blue, purple is produced from 
red and blue; orange from yellow 
and red, is the warmest and most 
cheerful of all. It is seen in 
(3) The tertiary colors

are produced by the mixture of 
two secondary colors. For har-, 
monies of color we shall study 
nature as seen in the sky and 
earth. The primary colors should 
be taught firat by rows of red 
apples, yellow-pears, blue plums. 
The secondary by interlacing 
circles or by touching drops of 
color on different papers. 

Teach a few tints of design and 
then alter by filling in part of the 
spaces, thus producing different 
effects. Teach the use of rulers 
and compasses, and also of 
tracing paper to repeat designs. 
Encourage children to criticize 
their own work. Put it on the 
wall until they see the bad points. 
The brush should not be small, a 
Japanese blobbing brush is best. 

The afternoon session’ began 
with a discussion on drawing, led 
by' Mr. Brooker. He advocated 
the use of guiding lines in draw- 
ing. Only every day objects that 
exist should be given. The draw- 
ing should be done by the teacher 
on the blackboard, step by step, 
with the pupils. Light and shade 
should be taught. Flower designs 
are excellent Use guide lines for 
grouping. Mr. Brooker illustrated 
his method of teaching by 
sketches on the blackboard. 

Mr. Aylesworth’s paper on 
writing proved most interesting 
as i} was illustrated by means of 
a class. It is the duty of teachers 
to send children into the world 
well grounded in the three R’s. 
Attention should be given to the 
position of the pupils and the way 
of holding the pen. Mr. Ayles- 
worth adopted. Sproat’s metron- 
omic system some time ago, and 
still uses it. The class wrote 
exercises, keeping time to the 
metronome. 

‘A talk to trustees’ by Mr. H. 
A. Malcolm followed, Trustees 
must be leaders and men of 
courage, as they frequently must 
face the opposition of the rate- 
payers. Itis their duty to stand 
between ths teasher and un- 
reasonable criticiam on the part 
of the people. They should visit 
the school and see what work is 


done. There should be co-oper- 
ation between trustees and 
teachers. 


After a brisk game of basket 
ball, the convention was cl sed 
by an address on ‘How can our 
public schools be made more 
efficient in moral training’ by 
Rev. C. H. Huestie, M. A. Some 
of the aims in the address were: 
Children should have physical 
training. The state is too much 
afraid of having religion taught 
in schools. The public schools 
have a better opportunity than 
have churches and Sunday 
schools. The teacher has great, 
power in moulding the character 
of pupils 28 they imitate him. 

The association is very grate- 
ful to the committee who arranged 
for the concert, which was cer- 
tainly a source of great enjoy- 
ment to all. Many thanks are due 
to Mrs. Wanless, Mr. Boyce,Rev. 
C. H. Huestis, Miss Yeomans, 
Mrs. Brown, and all who took 
part in the programme.
